Machine “Spells” Books 
To The Blind 


(By Muric! Penn) , . 


London, April 26. 


Blind ¢x-servicemen——and civilians—may shortly be able to 
“tead” ordinary printed books and nowspapers as woll 
as typewritten letters and documents by means’ of a 
loud speaker spelling machine, 


The machine, 


invented by a French professor, M, Paul de 


Saint Quentin, who came to London when the’ Germans 
swept over France in 1940, can be made in either fixed 
or portable models and can be plugged in to any electric 


point like a wireless set. 


“lf no electric point were 


. available, It could be powered by an accumulator, bat- 


tery or a hand generator. 


Professor Saint Quentin esti- 
mntes that an initial order of 
1,000 working models would cost 
around £40 each; but as: mass 
production geta into swing, the 
price of the machine will fall to 
around that of an average wire- 
less set, 

The machine consists of'a 
transparent topped table ‘on 
which the book or typewritten 
sheet is ‘rested, An optician 
apparatus. fixed underneath and. 
’. travelling automatically over the 
page, projects the letters, magni-

Education should be a train- 
ing of the mind to assess and 
deiticise comtemporary situations 
and cventa, It hos’ becomo a 
cramming of the mind with faocte. 

Boys and girls loave sccondaty 
schools ablo to “write-fully.on. the 
Napoleonic Wars, but quite unable 
to tale {intelligently about tho late 


ar, 

Tho Education Act of 1944 pro- 
vides, for three types of sccond- 
ary education and tho Minlatry 
has stated that it will be neces- 
sary to “devise new methods of 
determining for children the type 
of educntion beat suited to their 
needs.” 

“Parents must ensuro that old 
methods are not used In new In- 
stitutions, New  methoda in 
examinntions_aro vital if aecond- 
ary education is to exist for all 
in fact. 

Until those new methods are 
devised, secondary education will 
continue to be dominated by writ- 
ten examinations, which are suit- 
able only for a minority, 

Tho new methods in examinn- 
tions are already in uge in some 
gchools. ‘Unfortunately theac and 
the services of psychologists, tend 
to be reserved for backward chil- 
dren and for delinquents. th 

Their success, hawever, in this 
sphere powerfully demonstrates 
not oply ‘how ingdequato are the 
traditional methods of examining 
and testing a child's ability, but 
also how they hinder educationat 
progress. user 

Beeause of pn aptitude teat the 
parents of the boy 9 years old, 
who reported that he waa 13 years 
old in spelling, but only 7 in arith- 
metic; possess a far more accurate 
iden of his abitity in these sub- 
jects ‘than they would from a mass 
of reports and marks, 

The traditional type of examina- 
tion must give way to one which 
tests the ability of. the enndidate 
to judge and criticise contempor- 
ary life. The ability to repro- 
duce at second-hand a ‘criticism 
of “Macbeth” js not so important 
as the ability to criticise the film 
at the Idécal’ cinema. - 

This is the age of the camera 
and ‘ef the radio.. It is impera- 
tive that these should be incor- 
porated into our educational sys- 
tem. Their influence will increase 
with the growth of leisure. They 
will be ignorod by the schools of 
the futuro at great porll, Wet 
they will be jenored if tho achools 
are tyrannised over by examina- 
tions.

ENCE YESTERDAY WHEN THE

DEATH OF A 15-YEAR-OLD 


BOY-PRISONER ON APRIL 11, WAS ‘ CONTINUED 


BEFORE MR. W. H. 
MAGISTRACY. _ 
Sub-Inspector William Apps, 
Court-Inspector at the Mngia- 
tracy, gtated that he had heard 
nothing about the boy-prisoner’s 
complains until the afternoon 
At 3,16 p.m, the 
Chinese constable in-charge of 
the cells, 1.8.0, Ne Pang, came 
to him 2nd reported that a pri-, 
soner was ill and that he had 
experienced difficulties in  get- 
ting the doctor from the Kow- 
Yoon Hospital. 

Inspector Apps said that he 
went down to the ‘remand cells 
and saw the decensod who was 
arrested on charge of armed- 
robbery and kidnapping. The 
deceased was obviously in. pain. 
and appeared to be very ill. 

Immediately, Inspector Apps 
phoned the Hospital but was 
told by the clerk that there was 
only one doctor on duty an 
that it was inconvenient for the 
doctor to come, He insisted 
and was told to fetch the doc- 
tor by. car. . 


“Not Satisfied . ~ 


This he did and shortly after 
the doctor-on-duty, . Dr. Tse, 
came and made a thorough ©x- 
amination of deascd.- Dr, Tse 
said that he was ~not satisfied 
with the prisontr’s condition. 

Within ten minates of the 
departure of the doctor Inspec- 
tor Apps managed to obtain a 
car, and a guard was told to ¢s- 
cort the boy to the Hospital. 

On the morning of Aoril 11; 
Inspector Apps received a tele- 
phone call that the boy had died

Sage Jorgensen, Danish Con- 
sul, arrived here by air from

He said the citizens feared an 
outbreak of robbery and looting 
if the Communists did not take 
over because the Government 
troops are too few in number to 
assume control.
